CONSPIRACY TO DEFRAUD AN 
INSURANCE COMPANY. 

The adjourned monthly Criminal Ses- 
sions were opened to.day, when the trial of 
Chung Chi, Choo Kai, Tong Yin and Li 
Yuk, on a charge of conspiracy to defraud 
the Straits Fire Insurance Company, Li- 
mited, by means of araen, was proceeded 
with. 

Mr Francia, Q.C,, instructed by Mr 
Stokes, appeared for. tha proscontion ; and 
Mr Robinson. instructed by Mr Hastings 
(vf Measrs Wotton and Deacon's office), for 
the defence. The jary were:—Messrs J. 
Olson, J. Muldoon, A, Jolinston, F. J. V. 
Joryo, A. Young, H. A. J. Witte and E, 
del Aguila, 

‘Tho prisoners al! pleaded not guilty. 

Mr Francis, in opening the case for the 
prosecution, said—Mny it please your Lord: 
ship, gentlemen of tho jury—The four de- 
fendants who aro now standing before you 
are the master of the Kut Fung shop, a 
chandler’s ond rice dealer's shup forinerly 
in Hollywood Road, und three men belonz- 
ing to the shop. The firat prisoner is tho 
accountant in the shop, the second is the 
cook and the third is 4 coolie employed in 
the shop. The first threo prisoners, who 
have no interest whatever in the business, 
being simply employés, wo charge along 
with tho master with huving conspired to- 
gether to defrard the Straits Fine Insuranca 
Company, with which company the cone 
tents of the shup wery insured for $1,000. 
Tt is alleged thut the master and his fokis 
attempted to effect this fraud by setting 
fire to the shop and the goods therein, 
which of courss would give the master a 
claim on the company for the valuo 
of the goods insured, which were his 
property. They are not actually charged 
with petting fira to the shop ; they arz sim- 
ply charged with conspiring together to de. 
fraud the Ingurance Company by setting 
fire tu the shop. As his Lordship will tell 
you, in point of law, that offence may be 
proved in two different ways, The prose- 
ecution may cal} evidenca before you, ‘the 
evidence of some person whe had bean pre- 
sent ot some coyyersation betsvean theao par- 
ties in which the mattor had been discussed 
and in which they had come to an agrea- 
ment or understanding betweun themselves 
that the shop shuuld be set on tire; but it 
very rarely happens in cases of conspiracy 
that pridence of. that description ean ever 
be brought before the Court, because men 
who arc conspiring to commit » crime of 
this description are generally very carefal 
to seo that’ thore sro no peraorié. present 
excdpt those who are willing to take part in 
the affsir. But ther ig apother means by 
which conspiracy or agreement may be 
proved. [ff it.can be shown to you that the 
four prisoners were all acting towards

‘This 
boy at once gavo the slarm, and he, with 
some ather persons who seem to have beca 
rousd by this time, made some attempt to 
stop the first prisoner while ho was rushing 
away, the rerson given by one of the men 
buing that, accidental fire or not, theso fokis 
were acting very improperly in rushing 
away without, giving notico to tha neiyh- 
bours that there was a fire. - The other tivo 
defendants rushed back however: and re- 
Jeased the first dofetdant and all throe thea 
ranaway, The boy tushed off as hard ag

you that the master of the shop was not 
seen at or about the ecene of thy fire during 
tha course ‘of tho night, and it will be o 
question for your consideration what was 
the master of the Kut Fanis doing at that 
time walking in the direction of his shop 
before any alarm could have extended to 
his residence in Circular Pathway. While 
this boy was rushing off to give the olarm at 
the Central fira station two men whe lived 
in the adjoining shop, a coffin shup, rushed 
into the Kat Fuug ahop to seo what they 
could do towards putting vat the fire, and 
they will tell you that in o corner of the 
shop against a wooden partition which sopa- 
rated the shop frum the rice-pounders’ place 
and which also eoparated the shop trom the 
passage, they found a lut of frewoud piled 
against that partition; firewood, not all 
tiod up in bundles, but some tied up in 
bundles and sume cut up into small chips; 
that immediately over this-was a shelf on 
which were a number of candles; that the 
wood waa wet with aomothing, and that on 
the floor of the shop itaelf was kerosene vil 
which they felt and emelt and about which 
they therefore had no -doubt whatever. 
Curiously enough, in the appor part of the 
house, on the first floor, there wero a num- 
ber of men belonging in some way to the 
Gas- works, nen who light the lumps, and the 
foreman revided there also ; and 1 bolivve 
the Gas Company are fined for every lamp 
that yoes out during the night and these 
mon have to attend to them, On this par- 
ticular night a district watchman called to 
inform the foreman that two or three lamps 
in Hollywood Road had gone out, and the 
district, watchman noticed tho smoll of 
keroseno while going up the stair, which 
was separated from the shop by a wooden 
partition, and mentioned it to the foreman 
lamplighter. So far tho evidence deals 
directly with the setting fire to the shop 
and tho circumstances immediately con- 
nected with that. Thore is then another 
class of ayidencs which I propose to call, 
which will directly affect tho fourth da- 
fendant Li Yuk. Tho only evidence eo far 
that tonches him in any way is the fact that 
his shop was ineured and the fact that he 
was ween by this boy between thres and 
four o’clook in the morning of the fire com- 
ing from the direction of his dwelling housa 
and going towards his shop. Perhaps it 
would be better if in the first instance I 
told you that this buy assisted in drawing 
the fire engine to the ecenw of the fire and 
afterwards in taking it back to the etation. 
Some time about six o'clock in the morning, 
ho was talking to some friends about tha 
firo and what be had accn, and very fortun- 
ately a clerk employed in the Police Office 
heard him and immediately insisted on the 
boy going up there to give information.

This ig the first uccasion, as 
fur ag wa know, of the national flag belug 
hoisted at the Yamen since the introduction 
of the Chinese Customs Officials to Korea 
some three years ago, ie, since the flag 
wag virtually hauled down by officials in the 


Mr Denny strives to enforca his opinion 
that. Korea-is not a vassal of China :— 


A vaconcy having occurred in the position 
of Foreign Advisor to the King of Korea 
and Inspector of Custonm, aid his Majesty 
having requested His Exeelluncy Li Chany 
‘Vang to procure the sorvices of another, 1 
wasin July 1885 invited to the post. I 
entered upon the duties of Adviscr—the 
Customa branch yf the position having been 
placed under the Custems of China before 
ty arrival in the East—with the assurance 
that in my effurta to preserve peace and 
good order and in all that pertained to the 
propority of Korea I should have the cor- 
dial support. of the Vieoroy, an aasutaneo 
phich, I rogret to eay, bas not been yeri- 
fied. 

On the contrary from tho vory “first, I 
have met with almost every cynceivabla 
kind of opposition from Chincae sources. 
Tho failure of the Vicoroy te keep his pro- 
niiso in this regard T am at a_loss to under- 
atand, unless it is due tu the Peking yovern- 
mont's disapproval of hia Koroan policy. 
In view of this and the fact that China's 
courso seems 80 anwarrantable and unjust, 
4s woll as against the best iutercata of Koren 
and China, I dutermined to avail myself of 
the present eccasion te publicly paiut out— 
ail ellorts of a private character having faite 
ed—the dangerous ground China ia trying 
to aecapy, wud to present Koron’s aide of tho 
controveray, with a view of correcting, if 
posaible, some of the secopted fallacies on 
the sitaation in the peniuanlac Kingdom and 
ity relations with thu Celestial Empire, which 
have been so often miarepesented in the 
native and some uf the foreign. newapapers 
in China during tho past two or three yeura, 
through desiga or under a misapprehension 
of tho law og-well as tho facts. In coin 
this the harsher the criticisms may appear 
to be the more it ia to be regretted that they 
aro merited, First—I shall notice China's 
claim to vassal or dependent relations with 
Korea. Second—The formor’s trustmont 
of her so-called vassal. -Third—-Tha charge 
that the King is weak and unfit to govern 
the country, and before I have finished E 
shall endeavour to ahuw that the former is 
about as fictitivus, as tho Intter ia without 
foundation, 

Theirgeographiéal positions, under friend- 
ly -intercourse, make them a source uf 
atrongth to each other, while the fact that 
Korea has drawn Jargely wpon China's 
population, language, religion, juws, educa-

Tho position of advisor and 
inspector of customs waa aegregated, and 
the Customs servico parsad to the control 
and direction of the Chiueso services under 
the plausible assurance that it wonld bo 
botter and more cconomically sdminietored, 
and that thore wos no political siguificance 
to be attached to the chanyo, and while 
the sorvice has boon henvatly and_ woll 
administered under tho change, yot no one 
act, since the conclusion of tha treatica, 
las contributed ao much to mislead tho 
public mind ia regard to the tras relations 
existing between Chiua and Korea politi- 
enlly, than this ill-adviecd one on the part 
of the Korean government, 

Neither, in the meanwhile, was Commis-

negotiations ‘Two drafts were submitted 
to that convention for consideration, one by 
the Viceroy and the other by the special 
envay whe conducted the negotiations for 
the United States, The vory first clause in 
the Vicervy’s draft was u demand for the 
recognition of veasal or dependent relatiozs 
between China aud Korea, which the agent 
of the U.S. Government declined to eon 
sider ar even discuss further than to say 
that as his mission was to make a treaty of 
ecommerce and friendship with an indopen- 
deut state, such_o treaty he would make or 
none at all.
